CAUSES ONE TO DESIRE 
HOLINESS 

Since in secret prayer you find that 
you are in a solemn state of mind, you 
have been enlightened and you are 
eonscious even more than ever before 
of your own littleness and God’s great- 
ness, you will not feel comfortable in 
your filthy rags of self-righteousness, 
for no one feels comfortable in the 
presence of their superior unless they 
know that their personality is not of- 
fensive. And as we have already 
shown, God cannot look upon sin with 
the least degree of allowance, and 
since we have learned that His com- 
mand is for you to be holy for I am 
holy, 1 Pet. 1:16, then we see that He 
has made it possible for you to partake 
of His holiness. Heb. 12:10. Seeing 
that holiness is God’s standard for His 
own life, and that He is pleased and 
delights in holiness, you will naturally 
desire and seek tobe holy. And what 
a blessing when some influence comes 
over men that will cause them to de- 
sire holiness. I say, that if you believe 
in and practice secret prayer, you 
will become a lover and seeker of holi- 
ness and those who do not love holi- 
ness will not and cannot spend much 
time in secret prayer. 

DISARMS TEMPTATION 

You who are tempted and many 
times give over to the temptation, have 
no excuse for yielding, for there never 
has been, neither will there ever be, 
a temptation but what God can master 
it. Matters not how strong the pull 
may be nor how much pressure is 
brought to bear; makes no difference 
how fierce the attack of the enemy, 
if you will only stop, s0 into your 
closet and there call upon God, you 
will find temptation’s arms fall limp, 
and the very person that you were on 
the verge of harming you will desire 
to help. There is no temptation von 
what secret prayer will completely 
disarm. If you are tempted to give up 
vour field of labor, try secret prayer. 
Are you on the verge of turning back 
to the world and to sin, try secret 
prayer. Are you tempted to tattle, be : 
busybody in other men’s maters, _ 
fault with those who are doing almos 
as much as you are, criticize the mis- 
takes of others, if So all this can be 


overcome in only one way, SECRET 
PRAYER. 
THE SOUL WITHDRAWS FROM 


SIN 

When you see a person or hear of 
one who spends much time in — 
prayer, you will see or hear of one 
whose soul is shunning the very ap- 
pearance of evil, for as one draws near 
to God they are at the same time — 
drawing from evil. You who, if no 
publicly, are secretly committing sin, 
listen while I quote you from ore 
Word: BE SURE YOUR SIN WILL 
FIND YOU OUT. Remember there is 
no excuse for the crime that you ha 
committing, whether against socie : 
or against yourself, for if you = 
spent the time in secret prayer that 
you did in committing and trying to 
hide your sin, there would be none of 
the tortures which come from an ac- 
cusing conscience. You would not 
have to hang your head in shame when 
evil was being exposed. Compare the 
two: one who goes alone and spends 
some time in secret prayer, exchang- 
ing weakness for strength, sickness 
for health, darkness for light, sorrow 
for joy, trouble for peace, pride for 
humility, fear for boldness, the giving 
of self and the receiving of Christ; 
then the other who spends his or her 
secret moments or hours in some sin 
or sins. Stand here in the pulpit with 
me and look the two over, then go on 
to the judgment, get another glimpse 
of them there. The one who has spent 
his or her spare moments or hours in 
secret prayer has something in their 
countenance which shines here and 
the nearer heaven they get the bright- 
er it will shine, and when they come 
face to face with the God that they 
have so often met with IN THEIR 
CLOSETS, there will be no cause for 
fear but their glory will be greater for 
the God who said pray in secret said, 
I WILL REWARD THEE OPENLY. 
But look at the other as they now have 
a shadow over their countenance; 





watch it as it grows darker, for they 
too are coming face to face with the 
same God, the God whom they have 
shunned, and not only are they 
to face Him, but they are to face 
their sins, even those which were com- 
mitted in secret.

The act of asking blessings in pray- 
er from God brings up forcibly to our 
view the impossibility of furnishing 
them ourselves. At the same time we 
see that the blessings for which we 
are asking are absolutely necessary, 
and none but God can furnish them, 
for everything that God bestows in an- 
swer to prayer is a blessing. If one is 
seeking relief from sin, God alone can 
give that relief. Should you seek free- 
dom from self, God alone is able to 
free you. If you should seek pardon or 
peace, none other but God can bestow 
such a blessing. Are you seeking wis- 
dom or light, your first thought is 
God. With all this evidence, evidence 
which shows your utter helplessness 
and your inability to do for yourself 
what must be done if you are to be 
happy and contented, evidence which 
shows that God is not only able but is 
willing to abundantly supply all bless- 
ings for which your heart cries, I say, 
with this evidence before you, you 
will, with deep humiliation, cast your 
all at His feet, acknowledge your ab- 
solute dependance upon Him. All the 
springs of health, holiness and happi- 
ness you will see are in God. And 
while you may look at your own door, 
you will find many that you call mis- 
takes, errors, and blunders lying there. 
you will find wants of many kinds and 
of great importance, you will see tasks 
undone, resolutions piled like broken 
brickbats. Your guilt of negligence 
will be dreadfully great, and you will 
see that left alone you are in extreme 
danger. No being but God can come to 
your rescue. God alone can remove the 
evils from which you are suffering or 
the thing that you dread. He and no 
other can supply the blessing which 
you need. In all your Christian course 
you will feel and realize the necessity 
of God’s aid in overcoming lust, in 
turning from enemies, in advancing in 
righteousness. You will see that there 
is no progress for you only as God 
gives the power and the grace. You 
will find that the ability to live a holy 
life comes from God. Your daily sup- 
port, consolation, and hope you will 
learn comes from God, for God only 
can remove your fears, brighten your 
hope and multiply your joys. YOU 
CANNOT THINK OF A SIN, OF A 
WANT, OF A BLESSING, WITHOUT 
THINKING OF WHOM THE SIN 
WAS AGAINST, AND BY WHOM 
YOUR BLESSING MUST FLOW.

19:25 (last clause), ‘“Who|the high and the low, for the rich and 
then can be saved?” poor, for educated and uneducated 


This question was asked Jesus by 
His disciples when they heard the 
Lord’s answer to the young man who 
was inquiring how he might have eter- 
nal life. No wonder the disciples ask- 
ed the question. And when one consid- 
ering this from a human standpoint 
of view thinks of this young man the 
question at once would present itself 
to them, Who then can be saved? 

Look at this man’s practice in life 
up until this time. Taking his state- 
ment, he had not committed murder, 
adultery. nor theft, nor borne false 
witness. He had honored his father 
and mother, and had loved his neigh- 
bor, yet he went away from the pres- 
ence of the Lord sorrowful. 

BROAD BUT TRUE 

Listen friends, I will make seeming- 
ly a broad statement right here. It 
might be possible for one to keep the 
whole law (except the greatest com- 
mandment) and be lost. Hear Paul at 
Phil. 3:6 (last clause), “Touching the 
righteousness which is in the law, 
blameless.” V. 9. “Not having mine 
own righteousness, which is of the 
law, but that which is through the 
faith of Christ, the righteousness 
which is of God by faith.” Moffatt's 
Translation says, “The divine right- 
eousness that rests on faith.” “All our 
righteousnesses are as filthy rags.” 
Isa. 64:6. Who then can be saved? 

I admire and appreciate morality. 
God knows it is at a low ebb in this 
day, but, friends, a moral man is not 
a saved man and while a saved man 
is a moral man and while morality ac- 
companies Christianity, Christianity 
does not always accompany morality 
This may seem strange but it is never- 
theless true. I thank God for a plan of 
salvation provided for all men— for 





for every nation, kindred, tribe and 
tongue. If God had respect of person 
hundreds of persons, saints of Gorl 
never would have been saved. But 
from the fact that God said, Look unt: 
me and be ye saved, all ye ends of the 
earth (Moffatt’s Translation § says, 
“Turn to me and ye are saved, all ye 
ends of the earth,” Isa. 45:22), the 
clouds are rifted, the mist of discour- 
agement cleared trom tne horizon of 
every life, and the rainbow of God’: 
promise is brought into the view of 
every son and daughter of Adam, No 
matter how crude or humble or sinful 
the environments of life, no matter 
how limited the educational advan- 
tages, for Jesus said, “Come unto me, 
all ye that labor and are heavy laden, 
and I will give you rest,” Matt. 11:28.

SYMMETRICAL ENLARGEMENT 


The Church Must Have Spiritual and Literal 
Growth 


J. P. Hughes 


“Enlarge the place of thy tent, and 
let them stretch forth the curtains of 
thine habitations: spare not, lengthen 
thy cords, and strengthen thy stakes; 
For thou shalt break forth on the 
right hand and on the left hand.” Isa. 
54:2, 3. 

The law of growth is a fundamental 
principle of both nature and redemp- 
tion and is therefore essential to both 
the natural and spiritual life. When 
either a plant or a soul stops growing 
it begins to die. Progression is an at- 
tribute of divine life and where there 
is no progress in spirituality the in- 
dividual is bound to drift with the 
tide. In the language of the text we 
are exhorted to enlarge, and a beauti- 
ful illustration is given as to how we 
should grow. The text may correctly 
be applied collectively or individually 
and is of great moment to both the 
Church and its individual members. 
The church that does not increase will 
naturally decrease for if there is not 
progression there will be retrogres- 
sion. If there is not enough power and 
influence in the church to cause sin- 
ners to be saved and added to the 
membership there will be a falling 
away among those who have been add- 
ed. We should not forget that it is only 
those who are saved that God adds to 
His Church and if it has lost its sav- 
ing quality it cannot produce material 
to be added and is therefore subject 
to removal. “Remember therefore from 
whence thou art fallen, and repent, 
and do the first works; or else I will 
eome unto thee quickly, and will re- 
move thy candlestick (the Church) out 
of the place,” was the message sent to 
the church at Ephesus. This makes it 
very plain that God will not tolerate a 
dead, formal church that has no pas- 
sion for souls. 

The same is true of the individual. 
Where there is no progress in the 
spiritual life there is bound to be a 
falling away from the “first love.” The 
only way to keep the “first love” is to 
stimulate it with more love. Until we 
come to the “measure of the stature 
of Christ, there is no place to retard 
our progress without great loss. The 
parable of the talents is ample proof 
that when we fail to use that which 
is freely given us of God even that 
which we have will be taken away. 

SPARE NOT 

This phrase of the text suggests that 
we must enlarge at any cost and not 
allow anything to dwarf our spiritual 
nature. Even if the right eye or hand 
is offensive, Jesus said to remove 
them. This was a figurative expres- 
sion showing that we should progress 
in the Christian life, no matter what 
we have to sacrifice to do so. The 
Christian has his choice between 
growth and decay, progression and re- 
trogression. He is either going on «or 
going back. Those who are not in ad- 
vance of their experience when con- 
verted are in a backslidden condition 
and proper candidates for the altar. If 
there was ever a time when you had 
more faith, more love and more joy 
than you have today, then something 
has retarded your spiritual growth 
and that something should be removed 
even though it is as dear and tender 
as the eye.

have enough spirituality to want more. 
Those who are self-sufficient and have 
need of nothing are apostate in experi- 
ence and belong to the Laodicean 
crowd. Too many professed Christians 
are only wanderers of the wilderness. 
They are just milling around in one 
place but if they would cross over Jor- 
dan they would find a point from 
whence they could progress. Entire 
sanctification removes carnality which 
chokes and throttles spiritual growth. 
The sanctified believer has an experi- 
ence that is up-going, out-going and 
on-going. There is an up-going to God 
in prayer, out-going to those in need 
of salvation and a continual on-going 
with Christ. 
A SYMMETRICAL GROWTH 

“Thou shalt break forth on the right 
hand and on the left hand.” The proph- 
et illustrates spiritual growth with the 
symmetrical enlargement of a tent. A 
lopsided tent would be a disgrace; so 
is a lopsided church or Christian. The 
breaking forth or enlargement must be 
on both sides. The Hebrew dictionary 
defines “break forth,” as “bursting 
out.” This is proof that high pressure 
from within will demand larger quar- 
ters from every angle. There is no bet- 
ter way to avoid one-sided hobbies and 
ecclesiastical narrowness than to keep 
the heart overflowing with the love of 
God. The soul that is filled with the 
Holy Ghost is like’a voleano in action. 
There is a “bursting forth” caused by 
high pressure from within; but the 
lava flows in every direction. It is like 
“new wine in old bottles.” The high 
internal pressure causes an explosion 
and the contents fly everywhere. 

Those who are full of the love and 
power of God can see both sides of ev- 
ery question. They are not riding hob- 
by horses or trying to row with one 
oar. Their “watch word” is “Forward 
march” and they are determined to 
avoid both the shoal of literalization 
and spiritualization. Some people are 
so literal in their understanding of 
the Church that they fail to see the 
spiritual side of it. Others go to such 
extreme length in spiritualizing till 
they fail to see the lighted side of the 
Church. 

The general Epistle of Peter shows 
that the Church is both literal and 
spiritual. He calls it a spiritual house, 
but states that it is “built up.” Paul 
speaks of the Church as a building 
fitly framed together. Eph. 2:21. A 
building is an organization of material 
framed into a structure and thus it is 
literal, tangible and visible. 

In the Epistie of Peter, the Church 
is not only designated as a spiritual 
house built up of stones, but also as a 
priesthood and a nation. 1 Pet. 2:5, 9. 
This reveals both the literal and spirit- 
ual side of the Church and its growth 
must be symmetrical. We must burst 
out on the right hand and on the left 
hand in our teaching in regard to the 
Church or else we will be lopsided and 
repulsive to good thinking people who 
are looking for the true Church of 
God. 

Paul’s teaching doesn’t only compare 
the Church with a proper constructed 
building but he also compares it with 
the human body. This shows that the 
Church is not only an organization, 
but proves it to be an organism also. 
If the Church were only a building it 
would be merely an organization with- 
out life. But since it is both a building 
and a body it is an organization vested 
with life and power and thus an or- 
ganism. 

The most properly constructed build- 
ing and the best developed body that 
the human mind can think of is the 
Church of God. Let us behold it in 
both of its aspects and keep the inter- 
nal pressure so great that it will 
burst out on the right hand and on 
the left hand, so people can see the 
prophecy of the text fulfilled is us. 
The overflow of love from within will 
cause us to give our brother the bene- 
fit of every doubt and fellowship him 
if he should become lodged on either 
the shoal of literalization or spiritual- 
ization. It will also keep us from 
stressing the government side of the 
Church so much that we will appear 
to be a household boss or a Church 
constable.

IN LETTERS OF GOLD 

Who then can be saved? All who be- 
lieve on Jesus. “For God so loved the 
world, that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that WHOSOEVER believeth in 
him should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life,” John 3:16. (Martin Luth- 
er said this passage of scripture ought 
to be written across the sky in letters 
of gold and every believer ought to re- 
peat them every hour of the day.) God 
is longsuffering to usward, not willing 
that any should perish, but that all 
should come to repentance. 2 Peter 
3:9. So any man who repents and be- 
lieves will be saved.
